Washington, July 11—Absence of offi- 


cial information confirming the report 
that Canadian mounted police are to be 
sent to the Porcupine country is now 
claimed by both the United States and 
Canada. The state department at- 
tached no credit to the report. It is 
pointed out that our government with- 
held a garrison from Pyramid harbor 
in that section at the simple sugges- 
tion of the British authorities and it is 
not conceivable by the authorities here 
s 
that a permanent force will be main- 
tained in the Porcupine district. The 
British embassy does not credit the re- 
port. 


The report and some interesting de- 


ductions are set forth as follows by the 
well informed and able correspondent, 
A. Maurice Low: 


"An unofficial intimation has reached 


the state department that the Canadian 
government intends to send to the Por- 
cupine region a body of mounted police 
to maintain order, and if this rumor is 
correct the administration will meet it 
by ordering troops to Pyramid harbor. 


"The Porcupine river country is part 


of the territory now in dispute between 
the "United States and Great Britain, 
which would become neutral territory 
for the time being if a modus Vivendi 
could be arranged. 


"Some time ago this government pro- 


posed to send troops to Pyramid har- 
bor, simply as-a precautionary measure 
as there is a turbulent and lawless ele- 
ment there and a-military force is con- 
sidered necessary. 


"The orders had already been issued 


when the British embassy in this city 
heard of it and communicated the fact 
to the foreign office in London. 


"The British government thought that 


the presence of troops in the disputed 
territory might be misunderstood and 
provoke the very trouble which both 
governments were anxious to avoid. 


"The British government therefore 


suggested that the U. S. troops should 
not be sent to Pyramid harbor, and 
agreed that the Canadian mounted 
police should be, kept away from the 
'Canadian side of the border. 


"The orders of the troops were re- 


voked, and neither government 
has 


maintained an armed force immediate- 
ly in that vicinity. 


"If now the dominion government has 


ordered the police, who are practically 
regular cavalry, and in. some respects 
without their equal in. any army in the 
world, to the Porcupine it will tend to 
complicate the situation, already suffi- 
ciently grave, and make the chances 
of an amicable settlement being reached 
still more doubtful. 


"The hopeful view of- a colonial office 


official, expressed in London today, as 
cabled to the afternoon papers, is not 
shared by the state department. 


"On the contrary, the administration 


view is somewhat pessimistic. Not only 
does Canada maintain her firm ground 
and show not the slightest inclination 
to make concessions, but it seems as 
if it was impossible for the state de- 
partment to hop.e for any reply, one 
way or the other, to its dispatches. 


It is not known whether the fault Is 


with Canada or the foreign office in 
London, but week after week goes by 
and dispatches addressed to the British 
government are allowed to remain un- 
answered. 


"Diplomatic negotiations are proverb- 


ially slow, and It Is one of the under- 
stood rules of diplomacy that a nation 
may take its own time and do business 
in its own way, but the delay is ex- 
tremely exasperating, especially as 
there is a suspicion in the minds of 
some of the officials that Canada is res- 
ponsible for gome of the delay as she is 
not really anxious for any settlement 
of the dispute."

LOSS OF 
THE PORTIA 


BOY CROWNED 


A Hundred and Sixteen Saved. Steam- 
er Struck a Shoal, Was Carried 
Over it and Sank in Ten Fathoms. 


Remarkable Bravery Shown. 


Halifax, N. S., July 11—The steamer 


Portia of the Red Cross line from New 
Tork, to Halifax, St. John's N. B., 
which struck a big fish shoal last night 
filled and sank during the night. The 
loss of the Portia was attended *r the 
loss of one life, that of an Assyrian boy, 
12, a second class passenger to St. Johns 
where his mother lives. 


The es6ape of all is accounted ex- 


ary. 
Ttie Portia was carried en- 


and exciting incidents accompanying 
the •wreck. Escape from death was not 
accomplished so easily as the night re- 
ports would lead one to believe. The 
calmness of everybody was extraordin- 
ordinary. The Portia was carried en- 
tirely over the shoal and sank in 10 
fathoms. Only the topmasts are visi- 
ble. 


The passengers of the Portia tell of 


the bravery of Second Engineer Thos. 
Service. At the second shock he opened 
the furnace doors, let the rush of water 
blacken the fires, then scaled a ladder 
and started the pumps, working him- 
self in great danger all the time. Then 
he descended to the engine room and 
opened the valves of the boilers, pre- 
venting an explosion. 


The women were particularly cool. 


Halifax, July 11.—The Portia, an Iron, 


schooner-rigged 
steamer of 732 tons 


reigster, 220 feet long, 31 leet wide, and 
23% feet depth, was wrecked during a 
dense fog early last evening on Flinn's 
Island, off Sambro, a point about 15 
miles to the eastward of Halifax. 


The passengers and crew, 117 all told, 


landed on the island in the ship's boats, 
and are «11 comfortably housed there.' 


As soon as the people had, all been 


safely landed, Captain Farrell started 
for the mainland withal Joat's-c^ew, and 
reached Sambro iate4a»t night, whence 
he sent the news of the disaster to Hal- 
ifax by telephone. 


Fortunately the weather was moderate 


and thevsea running was not very heavy, 
else the landing of those on board the 
steamer could not have been accom- 
plished without great danger and per- 
haps loss of life. The*teamer is already 
full of water and a total wreck. 


The disaster occurred shortly before 7 


p. m. The passengers, of whom there 
are 75, are nearly all tourists. 
The 


steamer had a large cargo for this port 
and St. John's. The place where she 
struck is known as Big Fish shoal, and is 
1% miles west of the light on Sambro 
island. 


That the disaster was not attended by 


more serious consequences was due to 
the coolness and good management of 
the steamer's officers and the readiness 
with which their orders were obeyed by 
the large number of passengers on hoard, 
for though the steamer lay in a perilous 
position on an island shoal, enveloped by 
a dense fog and none able tokell where 
the vessel had struck, and the danger of 
the surroundings necessitated the aban- 
donment of the steamer 40 minutes after 
she ran. on the rock®, every soul on board 
was placed safely in the ship's boats and 
all succeeded In reaching shore without 
the loss of a single life. 


Full particulars of the wreck have not 


been received, but from the facts that 
have been learned it is known that there 
is little likelihood that the steamer will 
be saved from complete destruction, an* 
the prospect of securing any of the carga 
on board is also very slight. 


It is believed that Captain Farrell mis- 


took his position when he heard the 
bom'b signals at Sambro light, which 
sound every 20 minute®, and which Cap- 
tain Clarke of the Red Cross steamer 
Silvia says are so misleading1 that it is 
extremely difficult to locate a ship's 
position, on hearing them, 


When the steamer struck most of the 


passengers were on deck, all eagerly 
peering into the dense ml*t endeavoring 
to catch sight of some evidences of land 
or civilization. -.The Portia took the 
shoal "With a dull, griftdiing shock that 
sent a thrill from stem to stern and 
brought all on deck to their feet In alarm, 
while all below hurried into the'open atr 
to learn what had happened. Th« steam- 
er came to a sadden stop and the en- 
gines, which were Immediately reversed, 
refused to pull her off. In the long, 
strong swell, her stern moved gently up 
and down, but her bow held immovably 
to the rocks. The water came in BO fast 
below that few minutes were losjt before 
the lifeboats were made ready to aban- 
don the ship, and when her commander 
found her filling BO rapidly that the lives 
oC the people on board were becoming: 
imperilled he gave the orders to make 
for the shore. Few of the passengers 
ventured below to recover their valu- 
ables after they learned that they were 
in danger, and it Is reported that none 
of them saved their ordinary belongings. 


The Portia had an unusually large 


number of passengers on board, and her 
•taterooma were crowded. Aa there 
were 117 people all told on board, it is 
estimated there were at least 80 passen- 
gers, practically all aummer tourist* en 
* pleasure trip. 


Captain Farrell's wport to the agent* 


i« not very hopeful as to the chance* of 
the Portia ever getting off the shoal, or, 
Indeed, that she will hold together very 
long. When he abandoned her he con- 
sidered' the ca«e almost hopeless. 
The 


Portia was recently renovated for the

Captain Farrell states that when he left 
the steamer she was sinking rapidly, 
but on'account of the fog it could not 
be seen after abandoning her whether 
site disappeared or not. The^assengers 
at Inner .Sambro number 75, of whom 
30 are women. 
The Portia was about 


three miles out of her course when the 
disaster befell her.

Many Favor Vandervoort Project 


to-Settle In Cuba. 


THEIE MISSION IS ONE OF PEACE. 


Lender of the Movement Expect* to 


Have 40,000 Veterans Located lu 
Western Cuba In Two Years — AH 
the Land Needed Secured For a 
Nominal 


The plans of Paul Vandervoort of 


Omaha to lead an army of blue and 
gray veterans into Cuba as soon as 
cold weather sets in are matured and 
he has begun to tabulate the rolls of 
those who will go. Thus far evrry 
state in the Union is represented, and 
it looks as if the movement will be an 
extraordinary success, says the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 


Mr. Vandervoort wrote a letter to 


President McKinley some weeks ago, 
asking that a part of the money appro- 
priated for the payment of the Cuban 
army, if not all used for that' purpose, 
be Set aside for the payment of tl ; 
transportation of such veterans of the 


Mother and Son at the Zow.

"It is surprising how many veterans 


of the late war want to go to Cuba. 
Why, 
General Joe Shelby's band of 


rough riders, who went into Mexico to 
.the relief of Maximilian will not be a 
circumstance to the men who will in- 
vade Cuba. We go on a mission of 
peace preferably, but if the authority 
of the United States government is 
questioned in our locality we will be 
ready to fight. If we can get the offi- 
cial sanction of the government for the 
movement, we would prefer it, but if 
we cannot we will go as a colony.

WORLD LANGUAGE. 


Universal Tongue Will Be Dl»cu»»ed 


at the I'lirU Exposition. 


Threats of revolution and civil war 


do not interfere with pushing the 
preparations for the exposition of 1900. 
In addition to the 90 world congresses 
decided upon, preparations are being 
made for what will be the most inter- 
esting and farreac-hing of all—namely, 
the congress for a consideration of a 
universal language called "Esparanto." 
Hopes are entertained by those who 
have studied it that it will be taken up 
by all nations.. Its great recommenda- 
tion is to be the facility with which it 
can be learned, says the Paris corre- 
spondent of the New York Journal. . 


The grammar of "Esparanto," by Dr. 


L. Zainehof, the Russian savant, is 
marvelously easy and can be learned in 
an hour, Tolstoi and others recom-| 
mend the new language upon humani- 
tarian grounds, because it affords such 
a singularly easy way of intercommu- 
nication between countries having dif- 
ferent tongues. There is a newspaper, 
published in the language at Epernay. 
The editor was a lifelong student of 
Volapuk, but gave it up when the 
claims of "Esparanto" were brought 
to his notice. 


Its chief promoter in Paris is Pro- 


fessor George Picot of the Institute of 
Paris. M. Picot has converted his fel- 
low academicians to his way of think- 
ing. Regarding "Esparanto," this learn- 
ed academician said: "I favor 'Es- 
paranto' as a universal language be- 
cause of the ease with which it can be 
learned. 
We get at the root word, 


which is casjly understood. We retain 
old Roman characters. Volapuk is a 
failure because it is too difficult. The 
new language has no complex rules. 
It will be of priceless value as a com- 
mercial language and can be mastered 
in a few days." 


FUTURE OF OUR COLLEGES.' 


Professor Smith of Harvard Predict*, 


Three Year Courses. 


The American Philological associa- 


tion began its thirty-first annual ses- 
sion recently at New York university. 
Chancellor MacCracken made a brief, 
address of welcome in the evening andi 
•was followed by Professor Clement iJ 
Smith of Harvard, president of the as-1 
sociation, who read an address on 
"The American College In the Twen- 
tieth Century," says the New York 
Sun. This country, he said, has need 
of both colleges and universities, each 
doing its own work in Its own way. 
The country colleges axe as valuable 
as the big universities, so long as they, 
are content to remain colleges rather 
than become feeble universities. But 
the great technical post graduate insti-, 
tutions demand that less time be taken 
up in the college course and that their 
men come to them younger. The col- 
leges of the twentieth century, Pro- 
fessor Smith believes, will have a three 
years' course, the sopliomore year be- 
ing dropped, "together with the absurd 
name." 


Professor Smith spoke of the en- 


croachment'of "modern" and "useful" 
courses in the college curriculum with 
their effect of a curious assortment of 
degrees. "Bachelor of arts, bachelor 
of letters, bachelor of philosophy, bach- 
elor of literature, of science and what 
not." 
That cannot be regarded as a 


liberal education, the speaker said, 
which teaches a man only along the 
narrow lines of one specified calling. 
In regard to women's colleges, the wo- 
man's college should have as the object 
of its training well balanced woman- 
hood, as the man's college has rounded 
manhood. Whether this would best be 
attained by separate colleges or by co- 
education the twentieth century would 
tell.

TURKISFTCUSTOM HOUSE. 


The Troubles Travelers Have, Especially 


With Books and Maps. 


Many amusing stories are told of the 


trouble American travelers have had 
with the custom house authorities in 
Turkey, especially with books and 
maps. In the old days one's baggage 
would be damped down on the landing 
place at Constantinople, and a turbaned 
old Turk, tchibouk in hand, would go 
through a pantomime of examining 
one's effects, -which would be abruptly 
brought to an end by the application of 
nn appropriate coin to the palm of his 
hand. But the political troubles that 
began some years ago in the Ottoman 
empire caused the government to insti- 
tute a more stringent system, and there 
is now at Constantinople a custom 
house more after the American style, 
where a number of effendis, in fezes 
and Stambouli coats of the regular offi- 
cial cut, pry into one's luggage with 
particular care in search of papers and 
books and maps of a revolutionary tend- 
ency or in which words forbidden to 
be printed in Turkey may be found. 


During the height of the Armenian 


agitation especially close search was al- 
ways made for anything with the word 
"Armenia" in it, and whatever it was 
found in was summarily confiscated. 
On the occasion of my last visit to Con- 
stantinople I happened to have a map 
of Asia Minor among my papers, the 
discovery of which greatly agitated the 
examining effundi, who spoke in a lan- 
guage he thought was French. "Ah, 
Azeea Meenoorl" he exclaimed as he 
spread it out, continuing in his Turko- 
french, "Show me Erzerum." Having 
pointed out to him the spot where tbat 
city was to be found, he began running 
his finger over the map until he struck 
upon the letter A. This seemed almost 
to take his breath away, bnt when a 
short distance to the right of it he 
found the letter R he fairly gasped. 
The detection of the letter M following 
it was like an electric shock, and a 
bomb explosion could not have startled 
him more than the discovery of the let- 
ter E. By the time he had deciphered 
the remaining letters, NIA, I saw that 
the game was up, and as he folded up 
my precious map and in stern and 
measured syllables announced to me 
that it was "de-fon-dew, con-fis-kay," 
I knew that it was lost to me forever. 
A Eeview with an article alluding to 
the disturbed condition of affairs in the 
Turkish empire followed the map, along 
with some foreign newspapers.—Ear-

Medical Student*. 


The ratio of medical students to the 


population in this country is about 
twice as great as it is in Europe. The 
reason of this curious difference is 
found in the greater ease with which a 
diploma can be obtained in the United 
States, the medical schools of Europe' 
requiring much more complete previous 
preparation and compelling the students 
to undergo a longer course of study be- 
fore he is eligible to a degree.

•ENGLISH LAWYERS. | WEALTH OF ANCIENTS 


the Small Fee* That Are ReoelTed bj the 


London Barrister*. 


A barrister's fees are small,- and they 


are always paid in advance, and the 
eum is recorded under the title of the 
brief. A friend who has a large practice 
showed me his feebook yesterday. The 
largest item was 38 guineas, which is 
lees than $200. The average was about 
$50. Fees are regulated by the benchers 
of the inn according to the service per- 
formed, auA no contingent fees are al- 
lowed. A barrister may accept a case 
for nothing or return the fee in cases of 
charity, but he cannot without violat- 
ing his oath, directly or indirectly, ac- 
cept any greater compensation for a 
legal service than is allowed in the 
regular schedule fixed by the benchers 
of his inn. If he does so, he is debarred 
from practice. 


It is a common custom in America 


for a lawyer to undertake a suit for the 
recovery of damages or a claim of any 
kind with a contract that he shall re- 
ceive a certain percentage of the amount 
of money recovered. In England such 
an act would be considered disreputa- 
ble, and any barrister found guilty 
would be expelled from his inn. Tha 
fees are regulated by the amount of 
time and labor required, and not by the 
amount of money involved. A barrister 
may receive a fee of $350 in a case in- 
volving only $500, and he may receive 
a fee of $35 in a case involving $1,000,- 
000. 


All legal business originates with so- 


licitors. They bring to the barrister's 
office a case all prepared after certain 
forms and written in manuscript. 
The 


British courts do not permit typewrit- 
ing. The solicitor requests the barrister 
to undertake the case, and the fee is 
marked plainly upon the brief. If the 
barrister does not care to undertake the 
labor for the amount of money allowed 
or for any other reason, he advises the 
solicitor to go elsewhere. If he accepts 
the responsibility, the solicitor leaves 
the amount of the fee in. coin with the 
brief, so that the barrister has his pay 
in advance. This is the almost invaria- 
ble custom. The only exceptions are in 
cases of close friendship between the 
solicitors and barristers and where there 
is a large amount of litigation in 
which both are involved. Then it is 
customary for the barrister to make up 
his bill at the end of the month or the 
end of the quarter, but the fee in each 
case must nevertheless be written upon 
the brief and recorded in the books of 
the court. 


It is customary, also, for the solicitor 


to leave a fee for the barrister's clerk 
at the same time, which must be a cer- 
tain percentage of that paid to the bar- 
rister. When yon dine at a hotel or a 
restaurant in England, it is customary 
to tip the waiter an amount equal to 5 
per cdnt of your bill for the same rea- 
son. The waiter receives no compensa- 
tion from his employer, nor does the 
barrister's clerk. His pay comes entire- 
ly from the clients, and if his princi- 
pal has no clients he gets no pay. On 
the other hand, if bis principal has a 
very large 'and profitable practice his 
fees are enormous. They say that the 
clerk of Six Charles Russell lives in a 
handsome villa down in the suburbs, is 
driven to and from bis office in a brough- 
am and hires a'box'at the opera for the 
season.—Chicago Record.

Potentate* Who DUpoted of Annual In- 


come* Reaching Into the Million*—Im- 
mense Wor&i of Art and Skill Carried 
Out by The*e Ruler*. 
It would be polite fiction to assert 


that everybody who looks upon the 
great monuments of 
antiquity—the 


pyramids or the Coliseum, for example— 
thinks of the cost and wonders where 
the money came from. Bnt when, by 
chance, a learned person suggests the 
inquiry only an idiot fails to be struck 
for a moment. It is so curious that 
while modern states, with all the ac- 
cumulated wealth of the antique world 
at tb«ir back, and the treasures of Mexi- 
co. California, Australia, the Transvaal 
in addition, have to consider ways and 
means with anxious care before build- 
ing a government office, the early mon- 
arofas raised palaces and temples by the 
hundred at will. The thoughtless have 
a ready explanation—slave labor did it 
all. But, in the first place, the slaves 
had to be procured somehow—by war or 
purchase*— and either means was expen- 
sive. There is a reply to that objection 
equally facile—the war paid its own 
cost in loot. Bnt this only leads us a 
step backward.. The loot must have been 
enormous, and where did it come from? 
In the second place, those slaves had to 
be fed, and, however cheap their ra- 
tions, the sum total must have been im- 
mense when such vast numbers were 
employed. 


But captives of war could only do 


rough work. They might build the Col- 
iseum or the pyramids, directed by an 
army of skilled craftsmen. Bnt the 
sculpture of Assyrian palaces, the paint- 
ing of Egyptian temples and tombs, must 
have been effected by artists, probably 
free, or, if slaves, trained at great ex- 
pense. 
. When we read that the city of Dur- 
Sargnnn was created on an empty plain, 
by order of the king, in eight years, 
standing on a mouud of brick 700 acres 
in area, its walls 60 feet high, broad 
enough for seven chariots to run abreast, 
and faced with stone, all the evidence 
is needed to make us credit the story, 
bnt the marvel becomes far greater 
when we observe the miles of sculptured 
stone that decorated Sargon's palace 
with colossal bulls on each side of every 
doorway. No unpracticed hand carved 
those reliefs. They are the work of art- 
ists. Were all the sculptors of the em- 
pire summoned to this task, to be fin- 
ished in eight years? But the tombs of 
private individuals in Egypt must have 
been painted, at the cost of the family, 
by masters of the craft. Animals and 
birds show a skill not to be surpassed. 
We may be quite sure that work like 
this was highly paid—by comparison, 
that is, with slave labor. 


80 the question recurs, How much 


gold and silver did these ancients pos- 
sess? In the Roman time men appear to 
have been struck with the evidence of 
vast wealth displayed by their predeces- 
sors, such as the Caesars could not equal. 
But they escaped the difficulty with 
ease by granting them riches literally 
beyond the dreams of avarice. Dr. Ar- 
bntbuot, for example, has patiently 
reckoned up the amount of treasure 
heaped upon the pile of Sardanapalus 
by Atheneeus, and he finds that it came 
to £16,953,120,000 in onr money atrtbe 
least, for if ,a computation which Athe- 
neeus himself suggests be admitted the 
total would be about twice as large. 
After this the statement of JDiodorue— 
that the Pharaohs counted upon a reve- 
nue of £133,000,000 annually from gold 
mines in tho Bishari desert and drew 
an equal sum by taxation—is very mod- 
erate. Bnt when the same most valua- 
ble writer—who talked nonsense only 
when ho repeated the words of other 
men—comes to deal with Babylon he 
lets himself go. There was a gold statue 
of Zeus (the Greek assigned his own 
gods to Babylon as usual).40feet high; 
of Rhea equally tall, with a lion of 
gold at each knee and silver serpents to 
correspond; Juno weighed 500 talents; 
in front of her was a golden table, 500 
talents, upon which stood two cups, 
300 talents each, and three bowls, 
1,200, 600 and 600 talents. These orna- 
ments of a single temple represented 
about £11,000,000, and the building 
was covered with gold plates. 


It has been calculated that the statue 


of Nebuchadnezzar mentioned in Daniel 
would be worth £3,500,000; tbat the 
treasure left by David amounted to 
£150,000,000 in gold, £200,000,000 in 
silver, but the value of the Hebrew tal- 
ent is doubtful. We are told that Fyth- 
eus, seemingly a private gentleman of 
Phrygia, entertained Xerxes and all his 
army, "with most sumptuous feasts," 
too—and then had £4,770,000 left, or, 
as some compute, £8,600,<..JO. The tale 
of Alexander's loot is most wonderful 
of all, and that is historic. If we enter- 
tain doubts, it is futile to express them 
when the statements are so clear and 
the means of disproving them absent. 
In the Persian camp, then, and at Baby- 
lon Alexander secured something like 
£70,000,000; at Persepolis, £18000,- 
000; 
atPasagurda, a trifle of £9,000,- 


000; at Ecbatana, £270,000,000—say 
£550,000,000. And Darius carried off 
£9,000,000, which his murderers seized. 
—London Standard.

THE STRANDING OF THE PARIS 


The 
report 
of 
Captain 
Wat- 


kins 
of 
the steamship 
Paris, of 


the American line, which was wrecked 
on the Manacles rock on the coast of 
England has been made public by the 
Ke\\- York board of steamboat inspec- 
tors. The report has been submitted to 
Supervising Inspector Starbuck and is 
accompanied by a report from the in- 
spectors themselves in which the in- 
spectors state they have suspended for 
two years Captain Watkins' license as 
master of ocean steamers. 


Captain "Walking very frankly as- 


sumes all responsibility for the strand- 
ing of the steamship. He attributes the 
disaster to an unaccountable error he 
•made in reckoning time. His own words 
are: 


I regret to say that the casualty was 


.owing to an unaccountable error on my 
part. It is about 131 miles from Cap^ 
La Hogue to the Lizard, and the run 
oetween these points would, I calcu- 
lated, occupy six hours and 54 minutes. 
Unfortunately I reckoned the time on 
this basis for coming- up with the Liz- 
ard from 7.35 p. m., when abeam of the 
Casquets, instead of from 6.38 p. m., 
when- abeam of La Hogue, and the ves- 
sel was thus really 18 miles ahead of the 
position I was acting upon. In addi- 
tion th» thick weather over the land 
had obscured the Lizard lights. I at- 
tribute the stranding to the above cause 
and take upon myself full responsibility 
for it. 


According to this the captain made 


a mistake in time of 55 minutes and 
this mistake led him to believe his ship 
.•was between 16 and IS miles nearer her 
starting point than she was, .This was 
a simple error, but one having tremen- 
dous consequence. As Clement A. Gris- 
com, jr., vice-president and general 
manager of the American steamship 
company said in an interview yester- 


; day: "We are all Jiable to error, and 


it seems too bad that the accident 
should have happ.ened, and the mistake 
' made, on a night when the atmospheric 
conditions were such that he received 


• no help from the land lights. Had the 
eame error been made at any other 
' time, in 39 out of 100 cases the land 


lights would have saved him." 


This statement was'madf in extenua- 


tion of Captain Watkins by Mr. Oris- 
com, who further said that the "cap- 
tain's sentence sPcrns a little severe. 
Other men have lost ships through wh.it 
-\\as afterward proved their own earo- 
li'ssnoss and only had their master's li- 
cense suspended for six months or a 
ypar at most." 
But the board of in- 


spectors do not take this view of the 
matter. Here is their opinion: 


"We find that the report is very 


meager in detail, inasmuch as ho mere- 
ly staes that he made a mistake in tak- 
ing his departure from Cape La Hogue 
at 6.38, when he was actually abreast of 
the Casfiuets at that time, a distance of 
about 16% miles. 
This, of course, 


would put him 16% miles- ahead of his 
reckoning, but would not account for 
his being set in to the northward of his 
course seven miles, allowing his inten- 
tion to pass the Lizard at a distance of 
three miles. As Captain Watkins does 
not make any mention of making any 
allowance for tide, we arc of the opin- 
ion he had not taken the matter into 
condsldcratlon, whereas when he ap- 
proached the English coast he must 
Aftve encountered his flood tide on his 


I port bow, setting him in toward the 
land. In addition to this, he makea^no 
mention 01' having: used his lead, and he 
only discovered it was thick over the 
land when the ship was ashore. Giving 
all due consideration to these matters, 
we are of the opinion that Captain 
Watkins has not acted with the neces- 
sary care and attention requisite in the 
navigation of his vessel which a master 
should have used." 


The inspectors make an important 


criticism on the captain's report. They 
practically ask the captain, Kven if you 
were 16 or IS miles ahead of where you 
thought you were, why were you set in 
seven miles to the northward? The in- 
spectors evidently think that being 
ahead 1G miles should, not mean being 
set in seven miles, and it was in the 
being set in that the danger lay. 


The news dispatches these days are 


telling of an unusual number of aged 
people committing suicide. The agea 
of those who have left the world of 
their own free will since Saturday 
range from 60 to 80 years. This is 
enough to cause some melancholy 
thoughts. 


The national convention of the Chris- 


tian Endeavor societies of the United 
States and Canada closed yesterday at 
Detroit with a blare of trumpets for 
peace. There wore cable messages: to 
•and from, the Hague and to the queen 
of England, president of the United 
States' and to Lord Minto, governor 
general, at Ottowa. 


These stories of a probable clash be- 


tween Canadian and United States 
forces over the Alaskan boundary af- 
fair are discomforting. Of course the 
two governments are not going to war 
deliberately to settle the question of the 
disputed territory, but little slips and 
worrying friction many times bring in 
serious consequences. 


The wreck last night of the Portia off 


Halifax endangered 117 lives. The dis- 
aster occurred in a heavy fog, and 
probably the wreck was due to the fog 
entirely. The frequency of such disas- 
ters and the awful loss of life tha-t 
might attend them make the severity 
of the sentence imposed on Captain 
Watkins appear to be a wise use: of 
power on behalf of the safety of the 
travelling public.

Senator Fairbanks declines to talk as 
he will sit as a member of the joint 
hicrli commission on the disputed terri- 
tory, but Senator Foster does some 
talking. The treaties fix the boundary 
at ten marine leagues inland from cer- 
tain ill-defined waters, according to the 
senator, and, while the senator has his 
opinion as to the point where measure- 
ment should begin, he says the Canad- 
ians and English have their opinions. 
The Canadians and English, of course, 
hold this point to be one that uould 
give them the coveted port of entry and 
the Americans do not. No one seems to 
know whether measurement should be- 
gin at the head waters of a river or at 
an ocean inlet. 


Something has made some of the re- 


publican leaders wonder if a certain 
kind of history is going to repeat itself. 
They have suddenly remembered that 
a president has not had two terms in 
succession since Grant, who was re- 
elected in 1S72. 
Harrison and Cleveland 


both failed oE election to succeed them- 
selves. The question is, will McKinley 
be elected to succeed himself if nomi- 
nated? The raising of this question 
does not mean that the republicans have 
any idea of nominating any other man. 
McKinley is sure 
of re-nomination. 


But it is wondered if such re-nomina- 
tion brings about conditions that must 
he recognized and met. It is believed 
the failure in the case of Harrison, for 
instance, was due to apathy on the part 
of the people and the republican party, 
who were quite sure of favorable re- 
turns. This seems to be the proper ex- 
nlanation and this being the explana- 
tion there is little need to have fears 
for the result in 1900. There will be no 
apathy then. The result of the next 
presidential election is a foregone con- 
clusion if William McKinley lives.

The Negro a Non-Union Man 


From the Atlanta Constitution. 


There are many indications that the 


negro problem is about to enter a new 
phase, in which it will become national 
as did the Chinese problem on the Pa- 
cific coast a few years since. 


The recent occurrences in Illinois 


bring out clearly the fact that the 
negro, as a laborer, is a non-union 
man. The growth of unionism in all 
large trade centres is ascribed to many 
causes, chief of which must be men- 
tioned those of wages and social bet- 
terment. While people possessed of 
wealth are engaged in the develop- 
ment of dividends, and withdraw them- 
selves socially from those out of whose 
labor dividends are extracted, the lat- 
ter could not be expected to stand by 
in confusion, without making some 
effort to obtain for themselves that 
recognition which has been withdrawn 
from them. 


Hence, beneath every effort to bring 


about a raising of the wage scale lies 
the desire for social betterment, in the 
pursuit of which all those who earn 
their bread, no matter in what avoca- 
tion, are- compelled to make common 
cause. Eliminating the disorderly and 
those who are led about by profession- 
al agitators, at the bottom we will find 
the honest millions, whose purposes are 
high and whose aims are noble. 


In the contests thus far waged be- 


tween capital and labor, there has been 
absent the sting which springs from a 
contest between two races. In the great 
strikes in the Pennsylvania coal mines, 
Irish, Italians and Hungarians were 
brought in, but being white, they soon 
coalesced with the natives, and all de- 
marcation disappeared. 


On the Pacific coast, however, there 


was introduced a race with radical 
differences, which, content with any 
kind of wages, and satisfied with the 
minimum requirements of life, 
pre- 


sented a problem which the white la- 
borers could not meet. Miscegenation 
would only bring all down to the low- 
est level, and the elevation of the 
Chinese to the white standard was im- 
possible. The contest became one of in- 
stinctive self-protection on the part of 
the whites, in which the Chinese were 
subjected to outrages of all kinds, 
openly intended for their annihilation. 


Notwithstanding our reciprocal duty 


to the government of China; notwith- 
standing every argument of a common 
humanity, the struggle went on, and 
both political parties made haste to 
espouse the cause of white supremacy 
and Caucasian racial integrity. Laws 
were passed which forbade the immi- 
gration of Chinese and refusing citi- 
zenship to them. 


The same element is now entering 


into the negro question in the United 
States. As long as the• negro was an 
exclusive Southern issue, people in the 
East and West were ready to champion 
most excessive claims, and to shed 
their tears of crocodile sympathy with 
the poor colored man. 


They demanded for him a political 


recognition which would have placed 
the governments of the Southern states 
in the hands of ignorance, and they 
sent among them agitators whose pur- 
pose was to arouse them against the 
people among whom they lived. The 
question was one which did not come 
home to Northern communities, and 
afforded an excellent weapon to fur- 
ther the cause of agitators and politi- 
cians. Meanwhile owing to the experi- 
ence of 200 years, and to the absence of 
a large white laboring population, the 
whites of the South, as employers and 
the blacks, as employes, have been 
able to adjust themselves so as to live 
together in harmony. 


The negro, Ii!:a the Chinese, cannot 


be assimilated. Added to this, they 
arc alike incapable of union organiza- 
tion, and even if they were, they would 
be unacceptable 
to the whites, be- 


cause white unionism contemplates, 
through the preservation of wages, a 
certain social standard, which \vould 
be destroyed by affiliation with 
an 


alien race. 


The consequence is that go to what 


part of the north he may to seek em- 
ployment which brings him into con- 
flict with white labor, the negro will be 
met with the shotgun, as wore the 
Chinese on the Pacific coast. 


Forcing Onr language on the World 


A conspicuous American delegate at 


the. Peace Congress at The Hague has 
deplored his inability to speak any 
other language than his own. 
The 


WIVPH of French and German have gone 
over his head and what the conference 
is all about he docs not oven pretend to 
know- i py.mpatnize with foi» trouble 


and admire hia modesty, but I do not 
in the least agree with him. Far more 
admirable wao the sentiment of that old 
hero who publicly thanked the Lord 
that he could not comr>el his tongue 
to speak any other language than that 
of hia native land. What is wanted 
is a universal language, and English is 
In the way of becoming1 that language, 
simply because the English speaking 
man persistently refuses to speak any- 
thing else. He has made the Hindu and 
the Chinaman talk to him in his own 
language, as well as the African and 
the Japanese. He wayfaresi stolidly 
through Europe, and wherever- he goes 
he- leaves a trail of English-speaking 
shopmen and innkeepers, statesmen and 
cabmen,. 
By refusing to twist his 


tongue around foreign vocables he is 
forcing the rest of the world to talk 
English. 
That is the way the xmi- 


versal language will be made—by im- 
posing English, not by creating some 
homeless Volapuk. You may admire 
the accomplished linguist. 
(You re- 


member Pickwick'3 friend—"He could 
imitate five cats, sir, five distinct cats 
in a wheelbarrow, upon my sacred hon- 
or; now one can't help liking a fellow 
with such traits as those.") It is meri- 
torious to be able to speak half a dozen 
languages, just as it is to juggle plates 
and feathers and cannon balls, but the 
American who deserves best of his 
country is he whoimposeshisgoodYan- 
kee speech on the other fellow.—Vance 
Thompson in Saturday Post.

'CUBE -ROOT MADE EASY, 


Bow Any Bright Scholar M»y Leant to 


Tell It Offhitnd. 


To find the cube root of any given 


Mmber of figures offhand seems an al- 
njttl impossible feat, bat yet it is sim- 
plttoough when one knows how to do 
it—M simple, indeed, that any bright 
boy can learn to do i£ in a few weeka. 


First'he must know exactly what a 


cube is—namely, that it is the result 
of multiplying one number by itself 
and then multiplying the product by the 
original number. Thus, 3 multiplied 
by 8 equals 9, and 9 multiplied by 8, 
the original number, produces 37, which 
consequently is the cube of 8. The cube 
root of 27 is the original number, 8, 
and to find the cube toot is the reverse 
of finding the cube. The would be adept 
at this art should first study carefully 
the following figures: 
1X1X1=> 1 
2X2X2= 8 
8X8X8=27 


4X4X4= 61 
6X5X6=125 
6X0X8=218 


7X7X7=343 
8XSX8=ol3 
0X9X9=729 


A close study of these figures shows 


that 2 multiplied in this manner by it- 
self ' results in 8, that 8 multiplied by 
itself has'2 as a final figure, that 8 mul- 
tiplied by itself haa 7 as a final figure, 
that 7 multiplied by itself has 8 as a 
final figure, and that 4, 5, 6 and 9 mul- 
tiplied by themselves have their origi- 
nal figures as finals. Hence the "artist" 
knows that any sum given to him the 
final figure of which is 8 must have 2 
as a cube root; that if the final figure 
be 0, the cube root must be 9, and so 
on. 


For example, give him the figures 


74,088, and he can at once tell that 42 
is the cube root, for the reason that 74 
has 4 as a cube root, as the cube of 4 is 
64,-while the cube of 5 is 125, much 
more than 74, and 088 has 2 as a cube 
root 


Or give him a more difficult problem, 


as, for example, the figures 324,369. 
Then he will'see at a glance that 824 is 
more than 216, which is the cube of 6, 
but is less than 843, the cube of 7. 
Therefore the cube root of these three 
figures is 6. In like manner the final 
figure of 369 being 9, it follows that the 
cube root of these three figures is 9, and 
thus the cube root of the six figures has 
been shown to he 69. 


Any one can test this method for 


himself, and a little practice is all that 
is needed to make one as deft in such 
jugglery of figures as the best "light- 
ning calculator." 


Of course a skilled arithmetician 


could easily frame problems that could 
not be solved in this offhand fashion, 
but such difficult te,sts are seldom offered 
by public audiences, and, as a rule, the 
"artists" are easily able to answer all 
the questions asked of them.—New 
York Herald.

Captain Watkins' Acknowledgement. 


New York, July 11.—The report of Cap- 


tain Watkins of the stranding of • the 
American line steamship Paris is made 
public by the local board of steamboat 
inspectors. Captain Watkins makes no 
attempt to evade responsibility for the 
accident, but says frankly that the | 
stranding of the ship wlas the result of an | 
unaccountable error on his part. The 
accident, he says, was not due to any 
want of thought or anxiety about hia 
vessel, but resalted from a mistake he 
made in calculating the position of tha 
ship. Captain Watkins is still in charge 
of the Paris.

Bow Cold Metals Sometimes Mix. 


Professor 
Roberts-Austen's discov- 


eries on the subject of the interdiffusi- 
bility of metals is most interesting 
reading. 
The facts have been to some 


extent known to savants before the 
meeting of the Royal society, at which 
more public attention was drawn, but 
on 'that occasion the results were made 
more clear. It was then shown that 
solid metals may be made to mix them- 
eelves as if the atoms were living crea- 
tures. 


Professor Roberts-Austen has, in fact, 


discovered pieces of metal engaged in 
the very act of mixing themselves up 
One with the other. Of course the inter- 
est of this is that the intcrdiffusion of 
which we speak has been found to take 
place when the metals were cold, and, 
though this property in metals, to be 
capable of attaching themselves one to* 
the other -when cold, has been talked 
about before, nothing so clearly proved 
has hitherto been at the service of 
metallurgists and chemists as the facts 
adduced by Professor Roberts-Austen. 
He shows that when clean surfaces of 
lead and gold are held together in the 
absence of air at a temperature of 40 
degrees for four days they unite firmly 
and can only be separated by a force 
equal to one-third of the breaking 
strain of the lead. The professor has 
also proved that if a plate of gold be 
laid under one of lead about three- 
tenths of an inch thick in three days 
gold will have risen and diffused itself 
to the top of the other metal in very 
appreciable quantity.—Colliery Guar- 
dian.

A Permanent Paste. 


Soak an ounce of refined gelatin in 


cold water for an hour, then drain off 
and squeeze out the water as much aa 
possible. Put the gelatin in a jelly pot 
and place the pot in a pan of hot water 
over the fire. When tho gelatin ha.s 
melted, stir in slowly 2% ounces of 
pure alcohol. Put in a wide mouthed 
bottle and cork tightly. This glue or 
paste will keep indefinitely and can be 
melted for use in a few minutes by set- 
ting the bottle in a basin of hot water. 
As it contains a very small percentage 
of water it affects the gloss of the 
prints but little and dries almost im- 
mediately.—Harper's Round Table.

MUST VACATE BY JULY 20, 


Notices Sent to Stable Keepers Who 


Have Not Respected Ordinance. 


Notices were sent 'out by the board 


of health today to all the keepers of 
stables in the city in •VAjhich there are 
kept more than four horses, notifying 
them that all stables which do not con- 
form to the ordinance would be va- 
cated by July 20, under penalty of Im- 
mediate prosecution.

CEM SCULPTURE. 


Something Al>*nt the Making of Caineo* 


and lutagUon. 


Gmcttonlpture, or lithoglyptics, is 


an art ofv «reat antiquity, having been 
practiced liy the Babylonians, tho Egyp- 
tians, , the Hebrews and the Greeks. 
Afterward it sank into decadence, but 
in the fifteenth century was revived iu 
Italy. It is au art that calls for grea'i 
elegance of taste and much skill, for en 
a email stone, generally precious, de- 
signs are tepresented either iu raised 
work, as caaieos, or by being cut below 
the surface, as intaglios 


To cameos the term "minute sculp- 


ture" is indeed1 applicable, for sin^ 
the days of Greek art celebrated statues 
have been copied in this way. The first 
intaglios were the scarabs, or beetle 
shaped signets, worn in rings by tho 
Egyptians from a very remote period. 
One side of the stone was shaped like a 
beetle, the other.side was flat, and the 
name of the king or wearer was cut in- 
to it. A hole was then drilled in the 
stone from end to end, and through it a 
strong wire was passed to hold it in 
position in a ring. The flat or seal side 
was always worn next to the finger, but 
when used as a seal it was turned. 


In the* art 'of gem sculpture the 


Greeks excelled1 all predacessois. The 
Etruscans, 
contemporary 
with 
the 


Greeks, also attained excellence in gem 
cutting, and it is said that' 'on these 
early gems of Etruscan or Greek origin 
may be read as in a book the forms of 
their religion and the subjects of popu- 
lar interest in politics, song and fable 
for centuries." 


Under Augustus gem sculpture flour- 


ished among the Eomans, many of them 
possessing cameos and intaglios of great 
value, and cabinets of costly gems be- 
oame numerous. It is said that Caesar 
sent six cabinets of rare gems to the 
temple of Venus. 


There are many fine cameos and in- 


taglios in the British museum. Among 
the finest of them accessible to the pub- 
lic are the "Cupid aud Goose" intaglio, 
the "Dying Amazon," the "Laughing 
Fawn," "Bacchus" on red jasper, and 
the "Julius Caesar" of Dioscurid.es. In 
modern times gem sculpture has reached 
a high state of perfection and beauty. 
—Philadelphia Times.

Without it, they allege, w-e 
should know nothing of light, of radiant 
heat, of electricity or magnetism. With- 
out it there would probably be no such 
thing as gravitation—nay, they even 
hint that without. this strange some- 
thing, ether,'there would be no such 
thing as matter in the universe. If these 
contentions of the modern physicist are 
justified, then,this intangible ether is 
incomparably the most important as 
well as the "largest and most uniform 
substance"or body" in the universe. Its 
discovery may well be looked upon as 
the.roost inmortantjeat of our century.

I 'know thou art a man of 
courage, aud friend Jonathan Gates, 
whom some call Long Arms, fear's 
nothing on earth, and I'm fearful noth- 
ing anywhere else, and ypt thou tellest 
ma that he and thee are soared even al- 
most unto, death.

A DETECTIVE'S STORY 


Of How the Famous Car- 


ranza Letter Was Secured, 


Boston, July 11.—responsibility for the 


fate of the famous Carranza letter, which 
caused such a grave diplomatic contro- 
versy at the beginning of the Spanish- 
American war, in that it called forth a 
pr-rt niptory order from the British gov- 
pri.ment that <ts author. Ramon Car- 
runza, as well as Senor Du Boso, ex- 
attaches of Che Spanish legation at 
Washington, leave Canada, whither they 
had gone after the severen^e of diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and Spain, has in the past few 
days been switched about by apparently 
unreliable individuals, until yesterday, 
when the story was reduced to this plain 
statement by Ralph D. Redfern, the 
United States secret service agent at 
Boston: "I stole that letter. Certainly 
1 did." In the interview Mr. Redfern re- 
lated a long series of circumstances con- 
nected with the important enterprise in 
which he assumed a great risk to liberty 
and perhaps life. 


This incident in the spy wark is 'brought 


before the public at this time by the 
sworn statement of George F. Bell of 
Montreal, who boldly declares under oath 
that he was the United States agent who 
went into Carranza's house at 42 Tupper 
street, Montreal, seized the valuable 
document and conveyed It to Chief 
Wilkie of the United States secret service 
at Washington. Mr. Redfern, who was 
engaged in detective work in Canada 
previous to being transferred to Boston, 
claims the honor alone. 


"That letter was not garbled in trans- 


lation," declares Mr. Redeem. "It was 
sent in the Undted States mail to Chief 
Winkle's office, and there translated to 
the satisfaction of Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, and the original is still In the office. 
You remember that Kellert was arrested 
for the theft of the letter, and how he 
proudly accepted the charge. He- is* at 
the head of the metropolitan detective 
agency, a private concern, and to my 
pensonal knowledge he did not, until 
Aug. 8, know what had happened when 
I told him. The servant girl in Car- 
ranza's temporary 
residence mistook 


him for the man who accompanied me 
into the house the morning the document 
was stolen, though really there is no re- 
semblance between the two. Indeed, the 
only persons who knew anything about 
the letter at the time was the United 
States consul, General Bellinger, Vice 
Consul Palrick Gorman and Ihe man and 
woman who accompanied me inlo the 
house on, the pretended, errand of leading 
rooms for the summer." 


During Mr. Redfern's short stay In 


iMontreal, he acquired a general knowl- 
edge of what was going onln the city, 
but more especially about the move- 
ments of the Spanish legation, Car- 
ranza and DuBosc, and he followed their 
every movement, personating business 
men of v*-ious kinds to coyer his identity 
and throw off suspicion. He played his 
part so well as to secure personal per- 
mission from his victims to enter their 
rooms while they were taking break- 
fast in a room below, and just after the 
letter had been taken to meet them 
face to face and acknowledge 
their 


courtesies. They were both exceedingly 
accommodating and polite gentlemen, 
the unsuspecting victims of a well- 
planned and better woi-ked device. 


Having learned of Carranza's Inten- 


tion to move inlo a house on Tupper 
street, Mr. Redfern secured quarters 
just opposite, from which he could study 
the movements and habits of his con- 
spicuous victims, and when he observed 
that thej- had a large correspondence, 
his main thought was to get into the 
house for a still closer study of what 
was going on. 
He conceived the idea 


that he might deceive the 
property 


owner in the first place by going out in 
quest for suitable rooms for sick rela- 
lives, who were coming to Montreal to 
breathe its healthy air, and thus grad- 
ually obtain permission to enter the 
house occupied by Cairanza. 


Prom the owner of the property he 


obtained a dozen keys or more to houses 
in different parts of the city, but while 
carrying these about in his pockets for 
two days, to keep under cover, he pur- 
sued his detective work, and finally 
ventured to the property owner with the 
statement that 
none of the houses 


seemed quite suitable because of their 
locality. At his own suggestion that there 
was a house on Tupper street, 'for so 
he had heard, he was'informed that it 
had been leased by a,party for about 
six weeks. 
That would suit him well, 


he pretended, as his relatives would not 
arrive until in July, an'd he was even 
given an introduction to the lady at 
that house, which wag the one that 
Carranza occupied, so that he might see 
the interior of it, a privilege which he 
did not seem especially anxious to ac- 
cept, though, of course, it would be an 
acceptable accommodation. 


By this time his scheme was develop- 


ing beautifully, only a few moves more 
and he would reach his goal; hut to go 
Alone on this errand—to look at an oc- 
cupied house—was deemed inadvisable, 
considering the many chances involved, 
and so he obtained the services of a man 
and a woman whom he knew well, and 
they accompanied him Into the house. 


Carranza and his companion, suspect- 


Ing nothing, gladly gave his consent to 
their apparently friendly invasion. 
It 


was an (|nportune moment, for, while 
he was eating his breakfast, Mr. Red- 
fern had free sway In the rooms above 
and at this moment he tucked the val- 
uable letter into his coat pocket, and. 
fcf ter paj'fc; his respects to his accom- 
modating victims, h« passed out of the 
house and disappeared in a carriage. 


With the letter in hjs possession, Mr. 


Redfern went to the consul's office, but 
there he received no encouragement. 
The consul would have nothing to do 
with the dangerous transaction. 
T*e 


tetter had to be sent, ar* Mr. Re<Jfern'» 
only recourse at tins juncture was 10 
enlist the aid of a private individual, 
a railroad engineer, who received the 
letter, carried it on his bosom the next 
morning to St. Albans, Vt., where.it 
was placed in the United Sates mail 
for conveyance to Washington, 


CLIMATE 
AND CROPS. 


Drought Is Now a Thing of the Past, bul Hay 


Crop Will Be Very Short. 


Boston, July 11.—The New England J 


gf-ctlon, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the 
following 


bulletin for the week ending July 10: 


The week h.-w averaged vary warm, 


with frequent showers and .thunder 
storms during thf latter half. The week- 
ly mean temperature for the entire dis- 


trict, as recorded at weather bureau sta- 
tions, was 70 degrees, or 5 degrees above 
the mean of the previous week. The heat 
has been steady, and on some days in- 
tense, and the general condition of the 
week sultry. The night temperatures 
have been high, hardly falling below 70 
degrees in the southern sections. 


The pieclpitation has 
been large in 


amount in about all portions of the dis- 
trict Most of it occurred in the form of 
local shovi ers and thunder storms during 
the latter pan of the week. 


The majority of correspondents con- 


sider that the pti.st week has been favor- 
able for planted crops, and many are of 
the opinion that it has been the best 
week of the season. The ground is in 
generally tine condition for all classes of 
crops. The abundant rains have been 
of lu,rge benefit, especially in those few 
sections where the drought was still in 
torce at Ihe close of Ihe previous week. 
The interior portions of Vermont, New 
Hampshhe and Maine have been es- 
pecially tavored. It can be safely said 
that the drought is now something of Ihe 
past, although its detrimental effeels 
are apparenl in the shape of a shortened 
hay crop. The fore part of the week 
gave good haying weather, and much 
was accomplished. Not much was done 
in the latter part of "tbe week, owing to 
the frequent showers, but grass has 
made a large gain both in quantity and 
quality. 
Pastures 
have 
improved. 


Tempesls, attended by hail, have caused 
some damage, locally. 


Haying has begun in Maine lo a limiled 


extent. The coming week will witness 
active operations in that state. Haying 
is well under way In New Hampshire and 
Vermont, except temporarily suspended 
during the showery period. On low 
me'adows in the eastern counties of 
Massachusetts a full crop is reported. 
Mown fields are starting well and there 
is abundant promise of a fine second 
crop. 


Reports on corn are very satisfactory 


for the district as a whole. Oats have 
improved greatly, except early sowed on 
dry lands. Buckwheat progresses finely. 
Rye is being harvested in the southern 
section in good shape. 


Grapes have set enormously and look 


as well as could be desired. Apples con- 
tinue promising in Rhode Island, es- 
pecially early varieties. Elsewhere there 
Is little improvement in this fruit. Rasp- 
berries, blackberries and blueberries 
show lack of moisture in most northern 
sections. Small fruits are generally rip- 
ening a full crop in southern dlslricts. 
Peaches, pears and plums are scanty. 


Much complaint is made of the ravages 


of potato bugs. First planted potatoes 
are in market in Rhode Island. The late 
crop is making good growth "throughout 
the entire section, generally spealling. 
Tomatoes are doing well; peas and beans 
have not yielded as well as usual in the 
snuth. but are good in the north. Garden 
stuff has developed a Une growttu

Local entomologists say that there 


are plenty of "kissing bugs" throughout 
this i-egion, but that they seldom sting 
unless they think they are being at- 
tacked. 
They are no miore likely to 


sting no\v than they were before the 
name "kissing bug" was applied to 
th.-i' recently in New Jersey. It is said 
L'.-.at the bugs float around strawberry 
beds and in messes of other plants, and 
that they are not warlike at -all unless 
some one attempts to pet them. Then 
they are likely1 to sting -and the/ sting is 
pretty bad. 


The bug is about the size and general 


appearance of a squash bug, \x ith a 
formidable iointed beak, bent beneath 
the head and thorax, with which the 
wounds are inflicted. The body is black, 
with sometimes a reddish hue on the 
back and legs. The-thighs are swollen 
and the shanks terminate in-a spongy 
cushion. The bite causes intense pain. 
T.he swelling and inflammation may 
last a week. If a person be weak and 
irritable, the bite may prove fatal, but 
as a rule it is only bothersome.
